Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any 3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for De-4

partments of Commerce and Justice, and Science, and Re-5

lated Agencies for the fiscal year ending September 30, 6

2013, and for other purposes, namely: 7

OPERATIONS AND ADMINISTRATION 4

For necessary expenses for international trade activi-5

ties of the Department of Commerce provided for by law, 6

and for engaging in trade promotional activities abroad, 7

including expenses of grants and cooperative agreements 8

for the purpose of promoting exports of United States 9

firms, without regard to 44 U.S.C. 3702 and 3703; full 10

medical coverage for dependent members of immediate 11

families of employees stationed overseas and employees 12

temporarily posted overseas; travel and transportation of 13

employees of the International Trade Administration be-14

tween two points abroad, without regard to 49 U.S.C. 15

40118; employment of Americans and aliens by contract 16

for services; rental of space abroad for periods not exceed-17

ing 10 years, and expenses of alteration, repair, or im-18

provement; purchase or construction of temporary de-19

mountable exhibition structures for use abroad; payment 20

of tort claims, in the manner authorized in the first para-21

September 30, 2014, of which $9,439,000 is to be derived 3

from fees to be retained and used by the International 4

Trade Administration, notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3302: 5

Provided, That not less than $7,000,000 shall be for the 6

Office of China Compliance, and not less than $4,400,000 7

shall be for the China Countervailing Duty Group: Pro-8

vided further, That the provisions of the first sentence of 9

section 105(f) and all of section 108(c) of the Mutual Edu-10

cational and Cultural Exchange Act of 1961 (22 U.S.C. 11

2455(f) and 2458(c)) shall apply in carrying out these ac-12

tivities without regard to section 5412 of the Omnibus 13

Trade and Competitiveness Act of 1988 (15 U.S.C. 4912); 14

and that for the purpose of this Act, contributions under 15

the provisions of the Mutual Educational and Cultural Ex-16

change Act of 1961 shall include payment for assessments 17

for services provided as part of these activities.

Provided further, That payments and contributions col-18

Fund’’: Provided, That not to exceed $5,000 shall be for 9

official reception and representation expenses: Provided 10

further, That NIST may provide for the transportation of 11

NIST fellowship program participants. 12

INDUSTRIAL TECHNOLOGY SERVICES 13

For necessary expenses of the Industrial Technology 14

Services, $143,000,000, to remain available until ex-15

pended: Provided, That of the amounts appropriated here-16

in, $128,500,000 shall be for the Hollings Manufacturing 17

Extension Partnership, and $14,500,000 shall be for the 18

Advanced Manufacturing Consortia. 19

CONSTRUCTION OF RESEARCH FACILITIES 20

For construction of new research facilities, including 21

architectural and engineering design, and for renovation 22

and maintenance of existing facilities, not otherwise pro-23

vided for the National Institute of Standards and Tech-24

nology, as authorized by 15 U.S.C. 278c–278e, 25
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$60,000,000, to remain available until expended: Pro-1

vided, That the Secretary of Commerce shall include in 2

the budget justification materials that the Secretary sub-3

mits to Congress in support of the Department of Com-4

merce budget (as submitted with the budget of the Presi-5

dent under section 1105(a) of title 31, United States 6

Code) an estimate for each National Institute of Stand-7

ards and Technology construction project having a total 8

multi-year program cost of more than $5,000,000 and si-9

multaneously the budget justification materials shall in-10

clude an estimate of the budgetary requirements for each 11

such project for each of the five subsequent fiscal years. 12

For necessary expenses of activities authorized by law 17

for the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration, 18

including maintenance, operation, and hire of aircraft and 19

vessels; grants, contracts, or other payments to nonprofit 20

organizations for the purposes of conducting activities 21

pursuant to cooperative agreements; and relocation of fa-22

cilities, $3,139,740,000, to remain available until Sep-23

tember 30, 2014, except that funds provided for coopera-24

tive enforcement shall remain available until September 25
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30, 2015: Provided, That fees and donations received by 1

the National Ocean Service for the management of na-2

tional marine sanctuaries may be retained and used for 3

the salaries and expenses associated with those activities, 4

notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3302: Provided further, That 5

in addition, $119,064,000 shall be derived by transfer 6

from the fund entitled ‘‘Promote and Develop Fishery 7

Products and Research Pertaining to American Fish-8

eries’’, which shall only be used for fishery activities re-9

lated to Cooperative Research, Annual Stock Assessments, 10

Survey and Monitoring Projects, Interjurisdictional Fish-11

eries Grants, and Fish Information Networks: Provided 12

further, That of the $3,264,804,000 provided for in direct 13

obligations under this heading $3,139,740,000 is appro-14

priated from the general fund, $119,064,000 is provided 15

by transfer and $6,000,000 is derived from recoveries of 16

prior year obligations: Provided further, That the total 17

amount available for National Oceanic and Atmospheric 18

Administration corporate services administrative support 19

costs shall not exceed $208,438,000: Provided further, 20

That any deviation from the amounts designated for spe-21

cific activities in the report accompanying this Act, or any 22

use of deobligated balances of funds provided under this 23

heading in previous years, shall be subject to the proce-24

dures set forth in section 505 of this Act: Provided further, 25
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That in allocating grants under sections 306 and 306A 1

of the Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972, as amend-2

ed, no coastal State shall receive more than 5 percent or 3

less than 1 percent of increased funds appropriated over 4

the previous fiscal year: Provided further, That in addition, 5

for necessary retired pay expenses under the Retired Serv-6

iceman’s Family Protection and Survivor Benefits Plan, 7

and for payments for the medical care of retired personnel 8

and their dependents under the Dependents Medical Care 9

Act (10 U.S.C. 55), such sums as may be necessary.

to the ‘‘Office of Inspector General’’ account for activities 14

associated with carrying out investigations and audits re-15

lated to satellite procurement, acquisition and construc-16

tion: Provided further, That any remaining balances ap-17

propriated for procurement of Geostationary Operational 18

Environmental Satellite-R Series, Joint Polar Satellite 19

System, Deep Space Climate Observatory, and Altimetry 20

Mission (Jason-3) shall be transferred to and merged with 21

‘‘Operational Satellite Acquisition, National Aeronautics 22

and Space Administration’’ under the same terms and re-23

strictions as originally provided. 24
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PACIFIC COASTAL SALMON RECOVERY 1

For necessary expenses associated with the restora-2

tion of Pacific salmon populations, $65,000,000, to re-3

main available until September 30, 2014: Provided, That 4

of the funds provided herein the Secretary of Commerce 5

may issue grants to the States of Washington, Oregon, 6

Idaho, Nevada, California, and Alaska, and to the feder-7

ally recognized tribes of the Columbia River and Pacific 8

Coast (including Alaska) for projects necessary for con-9

servation of salmon and steelhead populations that are 10

listed as threatened or endangered, or that are identified 11

by a State as at-risk to be so listed, for maintaining popu-12

lations necessary for exercise of tribal treaty fishing rights 13

or native subsistence fishing, or for conservation of Pacific 14

coastal salmon and steelhead habitat, based on guidelines 15

to be developed by the Secretary of Commerce: Provided 16

further, That all funds shall be allocated based on sci-17

entific and other merit principles and shall not be available 18

for marketing activities: Provided further, That funds dis-19

bursed to States shall be subject to a matching require-20

ment of funds or documented in-kind contributions of at 21

least 33 percent of the Federal funds. 22

FISHERMEN’S CONTINGENCY FUND 23

For carrying out the provisions of title IV of Public 24

Law 95–372, not to exceed $350,000, to be derived from 25
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receipts collected pursuant to that Act, to remain available 1

until expended. 2

FISHERIES FINANCE PROGRAM ACCOUNT 3

Subject to section 502 of the Congressional Budget 4

Act of 1974, during fiscal year 2013, obligations of direct 5

loans may not exceed $24,000,000 for Individual Fishing 6

Quota loans and not to exceed $59,000,000 for traditional 7

direct loans as authorized by the Merchant Marine Act 8

of 1936: Provided, That none of the funds made available 9

under this heading may be used for direct loans for any 10

new fishing vessel that will increase the harvesting capac-11

ity in any United States fishery. 12

DEPARTMENTAL MANAGEMENT 13

SALARIES AND EXPENSES 14

For expenses necessary for the departmental manage-15

ment of the Department of Commerce provided for by law, 16

including not to exceed $4,500 for official reception and 17

representation, $56,000,000: Provided, That the Secretary 18

of Commerce may use space provided by State, local, and 19

other governmental entities, non-profit entities, or other 20

businesses on a reimbursable or non-reimbursable basis to 21

engage in activities that provide businesses and commu-22

nities with information, advice, and referrals to Depart-23

ment of Commerce programs. 24
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RENOVATION AND MODERNIZATION 1

For expenses necessary for the renovation and mod-2

ernization of Department of Commerce facilities, 3

$2,040,000, to remain available until expended. 4

OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL 5

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector 6

General in carrying out the provisions of the Inspector 7

General Act of 1978 (5 U.S.C. App.), $28,753,000. 8

GENERAL PROVISIONS—DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 9

SEC. 101. During the current fiscal year, applicable 10

appropriations and funds made available to the Depart-11

ment of Commerce by this Act shall be available for the 12

activities specified in the Act of October 26, 1949 (15 13

U.S.C. 1514), to the extent and in the manner prescribed 14

by the Act, and, notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3324, may 15

be used for advanced payments not otherwise authorized 16

only upon the certification of officials designated by the 17

Secretary of Commerce that such payments are in the 18

public interest. 19

SEC. 102. During the current fiscal year, appropria-20

tions made available to the Department of Commerce by 21

this Act for salaries and expenses shall be available for 22

hire of passenger motor vehicles as authorized by 31 23

U.S.C. 1343 and 1344; services as authorized by 5 U.S.C. 24
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3109; and uniforms or allowances therefor, as authorized 1

by law (5 U.S.C. 5901–5902). 2

SEC. 103. Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropria-3

tion made available for the current fiscal year for the De-4

partment of Commerce in this Act may be transferred be-5

tween such appropriations, but no such appropriation shall 6

be increased by more than 10 percent by any such trans-7

fers: Provided, That any transfer pursuant to this section 8

shall be treated as a reprogramming of funds under sec-9

tion 505 of this Act and shall not be available for obliga-10

tion or expenditure except in compliance with the proce-11

dures set forth in that section: Provided further, That the 12

Secretary of Commerce shall notify the Committees on Ap-13

propriations at least 15 days in advance of the acquisition 14

or disposal of any capital asset (including land, structures, 15

and equipment) not specifically provided for in this Act 16

or any other law appropriating funds for the Department 17

of Commerce. 18

SEC. 104. Any costs incurred by a department or 19

agency funded under this title resulting from personnel 20

actions taken in response to funding reductions included 21

in this title or from actions taken for the care and protec-22

tion of loan collateral or grant property shall be absorbed 23

within the total budgetary resources available to such de-24

partment or agency: Provided, That the authority to trans-25
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fer funds between appropriations accounts as may be nec-1

essary to carry out this section is provided in addition to 2

authorities included elsewhere in this Act: Provided fur-3

ther, That use of funds to carry out this section shall be 4

treated as a reprogramming of funds under section 505 5

of this Act and shall not be available for obligation or ex-6

penditure except in compliance with the procedures set 7

forth in that section. 8

SEC. 105. The requirements set forth by section 105 9

of division B of Public Law 112–55 are hereby adopted 10

by reference. 11

SEC. 106. Notwithstanding any other law, the Sec-12

retary may furnish services (including but not limited to 13

utilities, telecommunications, and security services) nec-14

essary to support the operation, maintenance, and im-15

provement of space that persons, firms or organizations 16

are authorized pursuant to the Public Buildings Coopera-17

tive Use Act of 1976 or other authority to use or occupy 18

in the Herbert C. Hoover Building, Washington, DC, or 19

other buildings, the maintenance, operation, and protec-20

tion of which has been delegated to the Secretary from 21

the Administrator of General Services pursuant to the 22

Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 23

1949, as amended, on a reimbursable or non-reimbursable 24

basis. Amounts received as reimbursement for services 25
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provided under this section or the authority under which 1

the use or occupancy of the space is authorized, up to 2

$200,000, shall be credited to the appropriation or fund 3

which initially bears the costs of such services. 4

SEC. 107. Nothing in this title shall be construed to 5

prevent a grant recipient from deterring child pornog-6

raphy, copyright infringement, or any other unlawful ac-7

tivity over its networks. 8

Justice, the National Science Foundation, and the Na-23

tional Aeronautics and Space Administration shall provide 24

to the Committees on Appropriations of the House of Rep-25
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resentatives and the Senate a quarterly report on the sta-1

tus of balances of appropriations at the account level. For 2

unobligated, uncommitted balances and unobligated, com-3

mitted balances the quarterly reports shall separately 4

identify the amounts attributable to each source year of 5

appropriation from which the balances were derived. For 6

balances that are obligated, but unexpended, the quarterly 7

reports shall separately identify amounts by the year of 8

obligation. 9

(b) The report described in subsection (a) shall be 10

submitted within 30 days of the end of the first quarter 11

of fiscal year 2013, and subsequent reports shall be sub-12

mitted within 30 days of the end of each quarter there-13

after. 14

(c) If a department or agency is unable to fulfill any 15

aspect of a reporting requirement described in subsection 16

(a) due to a limitation of a current accounting system, 17

the department or agency shall fulfill such aspect to the 18

maximum extent practicable under such accounting sys-19

tem and shall identify and describe in each quarterly re-20

port the extent to which such aspect is not fulfilled. 21

SEC. 508. Any costs incurred by a department or 22

agency funded under this Act resulting from, or to pre-23

vent, personnel actions taken in response to funding re-24

ductions included in this Act shall be absorbed within the 25

SEC. 512. None of the funds made available in this 3

Act may be transferred to any Department, agency, or in-4

strumentality of the United States Government, except 5

pursuant to a transfer made by, or transfer authority pro-6

vided in, this Act or any other appropriations Act. 7

SEC. 513. Any funds provided in this Act used to im-8

plement E-Government Initiatives shall be subject to the 9

procedures set forth in section 505 of this Act. 10

SEC. 514. (a) Tracing studies conducted by the Bu-11

reau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives are re-12

leased without adequate disclaimers regarding the limita-13

tions of the data. 14

(b) The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 15

Explosives shall include in all such data releases, language 16

similar to the following that would make clear that trace 17

data cannot be used to draw broad conclusions about fire-18

arms-related crime: 19

(1) Firearm traces are designed to assist law 20

enforcement authorities in conducting investigations 21

by tracking the sale and possession of specific fire-22

arms. Law enforcement agencies may request fire-23

arms traces for any reason, and those reasons are 24

not necessarily reported to the Federal Government. 25
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Not all firearms used in crime are traced and not all 1

firearms traced are used in crime. 2

(2) Firearms selected for tracing are not chosen 3

for purposes of determining which types, makes, or 4

models of firearms are used for illicit purposes. The 5

firearms selected do not constitute a random sample 6

and should not be considered representative of the 7

larger universe of all firearms used by criminals, or 8

any subset of that universe. Firearms are normally 9

traced to the first retail seller, and sources reported 10

for firearms traced do not necessarily represent the 11

sources or methods by which firearms in general are 12

acquired for use in crime. 13

SEC. 515. (a) The Inspectors General of the Depart-14

ment of Commerce, the Department of Justice, the Na-15

tional Aeronautics and Space Administration, the Na-16

tional Science Foundation, and the Legal Services Cor-17

poration shall conduct audits, pursuant to the Inspector 18

General Act (5 U.S.C. App.), of grants or contracts for 19

which funds are appropriated by this Act, and shall submit 20

reports to Congress on the progress of such audits, which 21

may include preliminary findings and a description of 22

areas of particular interest, within 180 days after initi-23

ating such an audit and every 180 days thereafter until 24

any such audit is completed.

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(b) Within 60 days after the date on which an audit 1

(d) Any person awarded a grant or contract funded 23

will be made available through a subcontract or in any 3

other manner to another person who has a financial inter-4

est in the person awarded the grant or contract.

(e) The provisions of the preceding subsections of this 6

Act shall be used in any way whatsoever to support or 25
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justify the use of torture by any official or contract em-1

ployee of the United States Government. 2

SEC. 518. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision 3

of law or treaty, none of the funds appropriated or other-4

wise made available under this Act or any other Act may 5

be expended or obligated by a department, agency, or in-6

strumentality of the United States to pay administrative 7

expenses or to compensate an officer or employee of the 8

United States in connection with requiring an export li-9

cense for the export to Canada of components, parts, ac-10

cessories or attachments for firearms listed in Category 11

I, section 121.1 of title 22, Code of Federal Regulations 12

(International Trafficking in Arms Regulations (ITAR), 13

part 121, as it existed on April 1, 2005) with a total value 14

not exceeding $500 wholesale in any transaction, provided 15

that the conditions of subsection (b) of this section are 16

met by the exporting party for such articles. 17

(b) The foregoing exemption from obtaining an ex-18

port license— 19

(1) does not exempt an exporter from filing any 20

Shipper’s Export Declaration or notification letter 21

required by law, or from being otherwise eligible 22

Act may be used to enter into a contract, memorandum 24

of understanding, or cooperative agreement with, make a 25
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grant to, or provide a loan or loan guarantee to, any cor-1

poration that has any unpaid Federal tax liability that has 2

been assessed, for which all judicial and administrative 3

remedies have been exhausted or have lapsed, and that 4

is not being paid in a timely manner pursuant to an agree-5

ment with the authority responsible for collecting the tax 6

liability, where the awarding agency is aware of the unpaid 7

tax liability, unless an agency has considered suspension 8

or debarment of the corporation and made a determination 9

that this further action is not necessary to protect the in-10

terests of the Government. 11

SEC. 542. All agencies and departments funded under 12

this Act shall send to the Committees on Appropriations 13

of the House of Representatives and the Senate at the 14

end of the fiscal year a report containing a complete inven-15

tory of the total number of vehicles owned, permanently 16

retired, and purchased during fiscal year 2013 as well as 17

the total cost of the vehicle fleet, including maintenance, 18

fuel, storage, purchasing, and leasing. 19

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Commerce, Justice, 20
